IMPERIAL COTTON 
DISEASES. 


Experimental Station’s 
Prevention Methods. 


EMPIRE GROWERS’ REPORT. 


The Empire Cotton-growing Cor- 
poration has now published reports 
recelyed from experiment station, 
1931-2—Including Northern Rho- 
desln, Nigeria, and 
WU 

With regard to the incidence of 
dhe numerous peata and dinense to 
which cotton is subject and to the 
work that haa been done towards 
dealing with them, states the re- 
port, it may be noted that the

when it occurs. But it will be 
altered more in the direction of 
prevention than of cure. q 


Bollworm Pest. 

The most important pest, the 
report continues, was the one 
generally classed under the term 
bollworm. Nearly all the stations 
reported more or Jess bollworm, 
but few except Queensland had 
severe attacks; in Queensland it was 
an outstending feature of the 
season. In Northern Rhodesin it is 
stated that stainers ond American 
bollworms are limiting factors in 
the establishment of cotton as a 
commercial crop in Northwest 
Rhodesia. 

A good deal of study was given 
to the bollworm in both Rhodesias 
and in South Africa, and a number 
of new facta were observed, though 
as yet there seemed little approach 
to any method ef control. At Bar- 
berton (South Africa) the question

COAL PRODUCTION 
IN SOVIET. 


30 Per Cent. Increase In 
1933 Anticipated. 


Moscow, 

The coal, production in the So- 
viet Union for 1933 {s estimated 
at 84,000,000 tons as compared 
with about 64,000,000 tons in 
1932. It is generally believed 
that the increase of 30 per cent 
ean be renlized. 

"Eapecially the cost output in 
the Eastern parts of the Union 
will be stimulated, particularly 
that of the mines in Sakhalin and 
Trans-Caucasia. Tor the intra. 
duction of new machinery there 
has been set aside an amount of 
707,000,000 rubles. Of this total 
a sum of 246,000,000 rubles will 
be used for the reconditioning of 
old mines and gallcries while 
‘only a few new mines will be 
jopencd.

£250,000 Deal In Rails 
And Maize. 


It ik officinly announced that 
an exchange of commodites has 
been arranged between Spain and 
Argentina for the value of 10,- 
000,000’ pesetas, about £260,000 
sterling, Spain will send steel 
rails and receive maize from 
Argentina, 

On February 14 the diplomatic 
representative of Spain in Mexico 
signed a contract with the Mexi- 
can Government, represented by 
the Minister of War, for five 
gunboats of 1,600 tona and 12 
coastguard vessels of 160 tons, 
to be constructed in Spain, 

These vessels are to be deliver- 

ed within 18 months. 
_ The contract has caused ro- 
joicing nt Ferrol, Cartagena, and 
Bilbao, where it will give employ- 
ment to many workers. 


POLAND'S PETROLEUM 
PRODUCTION. 


Alarming Increase. 
Warsaw. 
Statistics just published here on 
the production of petroleum in Po- 
land during 1942 reveal thnt the de- 
crease in that branch of industry 
which ever since 1928 gave cause to 
anxicty, has progressed still further. 
The output in 1932 is given at 
657,000 tons as compared with 631,- 
000 In 1931, 662,000 in 1930, 675,000 
in 1929 and even 743,000 in 1928,

IMPROVED CULTIVATION. 
. : Ottawa. 

While much of the tobacco _con- 
sumed in Canada is imported, Cana- 
dian tobacco {5 also exported in in- 
ereasing qunantitica. In 1927 the 
total exports of Canadian tobacco 
amounted to 6,867,000 pottnds; in 
1932 the export figure was  appro- 
ximately 10,437,000 pounds. In 
1927 shipmenta were made to tho 
British Isles, Netherlands and tho 
United States; in 1932 the purchas- 
ing countrics Included the British 
Intea, Barbadoes, Sterre Leone, Ja- 
malea, Gambia, Belgium and the 
United States. 

A feature of the trade is the 
change that has taken place in tho 
type of tobacco that Is now being 
exported. In the ycara 1927. and 
1928 the bulk of the tobna Aport= 
ed was Burley, In 1981 and 1932 tho 
first place was usurped by bright 
flue-cured tobacco grown In the 
south-western countrics of the pro- 
vince of Ontario. Through the ex- 
perimental work of the Tobacco Di- 
vision of the Canadian Government 
Experimental Farms, there has re- 
cently been a distinct improvement 
both in the cultivation and curing 
of Canadian tobacco.—Renter.

tree. 

The natives, who were very much 
frightened, spoke of immeasurably. 
large continuntions of the cave. 

Death Claims Party. 
Within a few weeks five out of the 
six explorers were dead, Mr, Shep- 
pard was the only survivor, and like 
the others he had a very grave attack 
of typhold fever duc to breathing the 
dust of the mouldering corpses. 

An underground massacre of 100 
years ago is said to be the aceret of 
tHe cave. About 1820 or 1830, when 
Mozelikatse, the founder of tho Mat- 
abele nation, marched through the 
Transvaul from Zululand, he slew all 
who came in his impi's path. Near 
Irene were several prosperous kraals 
of peaceful natives, nnd the inhabi- 
tants took refuge in the nearest
